By Dr. J. C. Means 

Delivers Paficr at Montreal 
Mctlico-Chirurgical Aleetiug 

Dr. .1. IT. .Means Ciliet of tho Medi- 
cal ]Di vision, Mn.ssachusetls General 
Hospital, was the guest speaker last 
evening at tho regular meetinç of the 
Montreal Mcdlco-Chlrurglcal Society 
on the siiliject of "Factors Involved 
In tho pathogenesis of Angina, Jleta 
bollc. Hemodynamic and ix'curologlc' 

IIo prcfiiccd his remurks by the 
slaloment that not all tialn In the 
heart region should be called Angina. 
I'rompt relief by drugs of tho Xltrlte 
group constitutes the final diagnostic 
proof, .Over-indulgence in tobacco 
might often lead lo sjnnloms thought 
to be nnglnn. 

Angina Is the myocardial protest 
that the heart is being over-driven In 
cardiovascular disease, :i relative in 
Bufflclency o'f the coronary flow and 
11 call for oxygen by the liearli .mil's 
do. 

'I'liyrotoxieosis is frei|iiently assp 
elated with .Angina; If this bo e.t' 
pelled Iho Angina dlsappenr.s. The 
assuolallon of Vornlelous .Vncmla and 
Angina was pointed out.

Buddha In Life Size To Be 
S ecu In G es I 
Library 



An exhibit of some interest U :o bo 
seen .at the present tlmo in tl'.e win- 
dow of tlic lîcdpatli Library. It :a 
made Up of five bodhlsattvas from In- 
dia and Ceylon and four from Tibet. 
These bodhlsattvas aro Image:< v.'hlcli 
form a part of the religious life of the 
cjuntries mentioned. Th.?y range iri 
height from about two teec to an ini^h 
and a l.nlf. Each figure is seated upon 
r.edesia. in a comfortHblc position 
with legs folded beneath the body. 

The smallest bodhlsattvas figure ex- 
hibited is one that is worn, by Indian 
women as an amulet. Tho Indians are 
strong believers In evil spirits and 
they imagine that by carrying these 
little Images tho demons, by which they 
arc liable to be att.-ickcd, wlill not mol- 
est them. The facial expressions of the 
several figures represent different de- 
grees of seriousness. Some have a very 
sombre and heavy e.xpresslori, es- 
pecially is this the case with' those 
coming from India and Ceylon. On 
the other hand, the Tibetan figures us 
a whole appear more pleasant in their 
expressions. 

Have' Strings Attitudes 
A very remarkable thing to note is 
that some of the' images have many

COiVIMENT on an election after it has 
taken place is perhaps not so important 



as the discussion and the advertising which 
go on before the event. And in a very 
ordinary aiid commonplace balloting like 
that ju.st past, there is little with which to 
find fault or to praise. 

The new councillors take office on the 
fir.<;t day of January, in' the midst of a very 
staid, if not stagnant, period in- student 
politics. There are no large issues to be 
dealt with at once and, although pbliticial 
prophesy is not one of the most reputable 
of human activities, we venture to predict 
that the new governing body will have 
time, at least, to settle down to their duties 
before havinsr to deal with anything of a 
st^irtling nature. ^ . > 

Wc soeni to lack thi.s year some of the 
characters who once made student govern- 
ment more than a routine function. There 
used to be persons who could be depended 
upon to bring some contentious issue to 
notice at least once during the year; and 
there were others who gave the impression 
that they .spent many weary nights lying 
awake, devi.sing changes in constitutions. 
But these fire-brands appear to have 
passed from the face of fBe community and 
leave us to enjoy the peace — or stagnation 
which attends all good, steady policies of 
conservatism. 

That a larger proportion of the elector 
ate exercised their franchise this year than 
in past contests is a fact to which little 
importance can be attached. The advance 
was not sweeping enough to indicate a 
roused and interested body of voters. True, 
there were a few more of them than has 
been the case in recent years; but when 
this same election rolls around again next 
session there is nothing on which to base 
a prediction that the number of votes will 
remain at or above the present figure. 

;So we welcome the new councillors, 
hoping that they will be no less worthy 
than their long line of predecessors. But 
at the same time we feel half inclined to 
j'egret the vjsta of untroubled peace^which 
lies ahead, rather wi.sbing that someone 
would provide the deserving undergrad 
uateS with a Brand New Issjue.

Misdirected Effort 

ACCOKDING to a recent news item the 
City Improvement League is moving 
to have a Chair of Citizenship e.stablished 
at McGill University. The report goes on to 
say " ... a resolution was adopted urging 
the LeaguH to give its support and take up 
the matter with the Board of Govei-nors of 
the Univer,sity." 

While we do not pre.sume to dictate or 
even to suggest to the governors what they 
should or should not do, it is our opinion 
that the acceptance of such an offer would 
be ill-advised. McGill has been fortunately 
conservative in the jnatter of introducing 
new professorsihips in, for instance, boxing 
and cooking, which characterise other ad- 
vanced universities. 11 would be dangerous 
to make a jjrecedent by introducing into 
the univcr.sity's' curriculum matter which 
may be doubted to be worthy of that 
position. ' 

And it is doubtful that citizenship is 
a legitimate university subject. It .should, 
we believe, be taught in the elementary 
schools where it can reach the largest num- 
ber. The proposal of the city improvement 
league implies that the duties of a citizen 
have become too complex for the person 
with ordinary schçoU];!^. this be so, the 
whole democratic' system is on an iinsound 
basis. 

No doubt the city improvement league 
'.is sincere in its efforts but if they wish to 
improve civic spirit in Montreal they haye 
a large pra^ctical field to work upon without 
going into theoretical considerations. 

They could, for instance, investigate 
the wage .scales and tlie cost of living for 
the Montreal worker to find out why- he 
must live in rented flats, soniotinies jn al-, 
-v-jmost stiualid ;Conditon8, lacking ,llie amcnr

THE PROBLEMATICAL GENIUS. 

As if In compliance -with the idea 
that youth liji.s a rlt'ht to try new 
things, tlie University ot Chicago Is 
to give a five-year trial to a new Jiy.-i- 
tem of académie training. The sys- 
tem Is a radical departure In educa- 
tion more in respect to Its proposed 
application than lii' principle. The aim. 
briefly, Is to make over tho, Chicago 
Institution, Its departments, courses ot 
.study and methods of tCPtlnp student 
ability. The changes made will theo- 
retically at least permit graduation or 
elimination ot students on the. basis of 
actual achievement or tho lack of It. 
and not under the trodltlonal system 
that depends' upon the time spent at 
unilersradualc studies nor tho number 
ot "units" attained. 

Tho plan, because ot its proposed 
wholesalo adoption, ■ivlll be. an Inter 
psling eNperlmcnt anfl one that will 
be Syatchèd closely by educators 
throughout the country. It is said 
that under the system "A genius may 
get through In two months, a hrllllunt 
student In a year." Tliia Is all very 
well in theory but theio ore obvious 
difficulties to be overcome. , One of 
these, immediately projects ILselt.. into, 
the spotlight by cxclolming "How will 
the genius be discovered In two 
months'/" There Uavo been notorious 
instances In. which geniuses were not 
discovered hi the whole period of 
school and collego training. Dr. Ptein- 
metz, tho General Klectric luun ot un- 
limited salary was better known in bis 
preparatory and university, career Cor 
his socialistic Imllyhoolng than tor any 
electrical ^vi^ardry. There are other 
examples— all' pointing out that few 
moil coinn from coUckc properly label- 
ed and atamped us to the serial num- 
ber of the nlolie tlie.v are to fill In llie 
world about llieni. Tlie la.sU of the 
iç<iucntors under any system, no inaller 
Vf It operate^ In Chicago or Yokohama. 
Is to determine ability as well as to 
develop thinking processes nnil with 
tiiem to modify or ncccntua'io charac- 
ter.
